The  facts  as  to  Charles  Barry  and  those  as 
to  the  early  years  of  his  son  John  are  for  the 
most  part  matters  of  tradition.  It  is  the  family 
tradition  that  Charles  Barry,  with  whom  this 
paper  deals,  was  born  in  Ireland  about  A.D.  1704 
and  came  to  this  country  about  A.D.  1725;  that 
Charles  and  a  brother  William  first  settled  in 
Virginia  at  Williamsburg,  but  Charles  later 
moved  to  Boston;  that  his  wife’s  name  was  Mary, 
and  that  there  was  only  one  child  of  this  mar¬ 
riage,  the  son  John,  born  about  1734.  It  is  further 
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matter  of  tradition  that  this  Charles  Barry,  from 
whom  the  family  in  America  is  descended,  “after¬ 
wards  went  to  sea  and  died  at  sea  in  December, 
1735”;  that  his  widow  married  in  1739  Captain 
Matthew  Blair;  and  Thomas  Barry,  a  grandson 
of  Charles,  is  quoted  as  saying  of  Blair,  “he 
followed  the  sea  and  died  at  sea.”  Likewise  it 
is  matter  of  tradition  that  there  were  three  chil¬ 
dren  of  this  second  marriage  of  the  widow  of 
Charles;  and  tradition  seems  to  be  supplemented 
by  record  that  after  Blair’s  death  she  took  a 
third  husband,  John  Whitney,  in  1748,  by  whom 
she  had  three  additional  children  and  that  she 
herself  died  in  1764  aged  51  years. 

As  to  John  the  son  of  Charles  Barry  the  tradi¬ 
tion  as  to  his  early  years  which  is  later  described 
gives  place  to  definite  data  from  the  time  that  he 
arrived  at  maturity. 

In  considering  the  family  traditions  as  to 
Charles  Barry,  and  as  to  the  early  years  of  John, 
his  son,  it  will  be  noted  that  although  no  descend¬ 
ant  of  Charles  Barry  ever  had  the  opportunity  of 
speaking  to  him  in  consequence  of  his  early  death, 
yet  there  were  others  who  did  so — notably  his 
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wife — and  she  must  have  been  informed  to  some 
extent  of  his  life  before  coming  to  America  and 
as  to  who  were  his  nearest  relatives;  also  she 
must  have  been  quite  well  informed  of  what 
occurred  after  Charles  came  to  America.  It  is 
difficult  to  think  that  the  son  John  did  not  become 
fully  acquainted  with  the  facts  as  to  his  father 
that  were  known  to  his  mother  and  are  now  mat¬ 
ters  of  tradition ;  and  it  is  natural  to  assume  that 
he  in  turn  narrated  them  to  his  own  wife  and  his 
children,  and  to  other  relatives. 

The  facts  as  to  John  being  put  in  the  care  of 
relatives  in  Virginia  for  a  period  during  his  early 
years,  were  matters  of  which  John  had  personal 
knowledge ;  and  these  matters  doubtless  he  talked 
of  with  his  mother  and  his  half-brothers  and  half- 
sisters;  and  later  with  his  wife,  and  probably  his 
children,  as  well  as  with  relatives  and  connections 
of  his  wife.  John’s  wife,  whom  he  married  in 
1757,  and  the  members  of  her  family  naturally 
would  have  been  acquainted  with  John’s  mother 
and  have  learned  from  her  as  well  as  from  John 
himself  as  to  John’s  father  and  John’s  relations 
in  Virginia. 
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Elizabeth  Blake,  a  sister  of  John’s  wife, 
married  William  Mills,  who  was  closely  associ¬ 
ated  with  the  Barry  family  through  the  rest  of 
his  life.  His  wife  lived  until  1834,  and  William 
Barry,  Jr.,  a  grandson  of  John,  writing  in  1895, 
said : 

“I  well  remember  Aunt  Mills  who  for 
many  years  had  a  home  with  my  father’s 
family  when  I  was  young.  Both  she  and  my 
Aunt  Seaver  were  provided  for  by  my  father 
till  their  death,  Aunt  Mills  living  to  be 
89  years  of  age.  Aunt  Seaver  was  a  half- 
sister  of  Aunt  Mills.” 

A  somewhat  shadowy  “Aunt  Vose”,  possibly 
a  sister  of  John’s  mother,  living  in  Milton,  was 
mentioned  in  1845  by  Thomas  Barry,  one  of 
John’s  sons  and  at  that  time  75  years  old. 

There  was  therefore  cpiite  a  circle  of  persons 
in  Boston  and  its  vicinity  with  whom  John  and 
his  wife  were  associated  and  who  probably  had 
some  contemporary  information  as  to  matters 
that  are  now  traditions;  with  some  of  those  per¬ 
sons  John’s  children  also  had  contacts. 

That  the  name  of  the  ancestor  who  came  to 
America  was  Charles,  finds  support  in  the  fact 
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that  John,  his  son,  named  one  of  his  sons  Charles 
(after  the  death  in  infancy  of  an  earlier-born 
Charles) ;  and  that  in  the  next  following  genera¬ 
tion,  of  the  seven  children  of  John  who  married, 
six  gave  the  name  Charles  to  one  of  the  sons. 

There  is  also  a  tradition,  though  less  well 
defined,  that  Charles  was  a  member  of  one  of 
the  Barry  families  of  Ireland,  whose  senior  rep¬ 
resentative  bore  a  title,  and  that  there  was  a 
family  coat  of  arms.  A  gTandson  of  John  is  said 
to  have  had  a  copy  of  a  coat  of  arms  that  it  was 
claimed  had  been  in  the  possession  of  the  grand¬ 
father.

Some  years  ago,  Mr.  W.  C.  Barry,  then  of 
South  Pasadena,  California,  a  descendant  of  the 
John  Barry  who  was  the  common  ancestor,  wrote 
of  having  met  a  Mr.  David  Barry  who  claimed 
descent  from  a  James  Barry  whom  he,  David, 
thought  to  be  a  brother  of  Charles,  our  ancestor. 
Mr.  W.  C.  Barry  wrote  that  there  were  traditions 
in  this  other  family  paralleling  and  more  detailed 
than  those  transmitted  to  the  descendants  of 
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Charles,  and  reciting  that  there  were  three 
brothers,  William,  Charles  and  James,  who  came 
to  America;  also  that  a  Bible  in  the  family  of 
James  mentioned  Charles,  his  death  at  sea,  and 
the  birth  of  his  son  John.  Efforts  to  get  into 
touch  with  Mr.  David  Barry  were  unsuccessful 
and  efforts  to  get  a  photograph  of  the  family 
Bible  record  were  also  fruitless;  therefore  the 
traditions  above  recited  are  restricted  to  those 
that  have  come  down  through  our  own  line. 
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THE  FIRST  GENERATION  BORN 
IN  THIS  COUNTRY 


John  Barry,  son  of  Charles,  was  the  sole  mem¬ 
ber  of  this  generation;  at  an  early  age  he  was 
sent  to  live  with  an  uncle  in  Virginia,  where  he 
remained  for  some  years,  but  there  is  only  tradi¬ 
tion  as  to  this.  William  Barry,  Jr.,  a  grandson 
of  John,  writing  in  1877,  said: 

“The  tradition  is  that  after  the  death  of 
his  father,  John  was  sent  to  live  with  his 
uncle  at  Williamsburg,  or  Petersburg,  Vir¬ 
ginia;  but  that  after  the  mother’s  marriage 
to  Captain  Blair  he  returned  to  her.” 

The  lack  of  contemporaneous  written  family 
records  as  to  this  period  may  be  attributable  to 
the  fact  that  John’s  father  had  no  known  relatives 
in  Massachusetts;  and  that  his  mother  had  two 
later  marriages,  with  children  by  each  marriage. 

In  1757  we  find  that  John  Barry,  then  about 
twenty-two  or  twenty-three  years  of  age,  was 
living  in  Boston,  and  that  on  April  14th  of  that 
year  he  became  the  husband  of  Mary  Blake, 
daughter  of  Jonathan  Blake  of  Boston.  She  was 
a  descendant  of  William  Blake,  who  came  to 
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America  in  1630  and  became  a  Selectman  and 
the  Town  Clerk  of  Dorchester,  Mass. 

John  and  Mary  made  their  home  in  East  Street 
and  later  in  Purchase  Street,  Boston,  until  1775; 
and  when  the  British  troops  occupied  that  city, 
John  and  his  wife  removed  to  Milton,  where  they 
lived  until  1782,  later  returning  to  Boston,  where 
he  died  December  5th,  1784;  his  wife  died  May 
29th  1801.  In  this  year,  1801,  a  family  tomb  was 
built  on  what  is  now  a  part  of  Boston  Common; 
in  this  the  remains  of  John  and  his  wife  were 
placed. 

His  grandson,  William  Barry,  Jr.,  wrote  in 
1877: 

‘‘He  was  grave,  quiet  and  dignified  in  pres¬ 
ence,  and  warmly  esteemed  and  loved  by  all 
who  knew  him  for  his  amiable  and  sterling 
qualities. 

“He  was  a  member  of  the  choir  at  the  New 
South  Church  among  whom  he  led  the  tenor, 
and  Samuel  Adams  was  another  member.” 

The  children  of  John  Barry  were  eleven  in 
number : 

John,  born  February  20,  1758;  died  Decem¬ 
ber  26,  1831 ;  married  Susan  Cudworth 
and  had  seven  children. 
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Samuel  Blake,  born  October  21,  1759;  died  in 
infancy,  August  29,  1760. 

Samuel,  born  June  25,  1761;  died  January  20, 
1835;  {vide  infra). 

Charles,  born  February  13,  1763;  died  in  in¬ 
fancy  February  13,  1763. 

Charles,  born  May  28,  1764;  died  without 
issue  1798. 

Mary,  born  March  16,  1766;  died  December 
17,  1831;  married  Charles  Lincoln,  and 
had  eight  children. 

James,  born  June  12,  1768;  died  February  14, 
1834;  married  Mehitable  (Hitty)  Crane, 
and  had  thirteen  children. 

Thomas,  born  April  5,  1770;  died  January 
9,  1847 ;  twice  married,  first,  Sarah 
Cushing,  and  second,  Mary  Geyer;  had 
eleven  children. 

Elizabeth,  born  March  27,  1772;  died  August 
7,  1835 ;  married  Elijah  Leavitt,  and  had 
seven  children. 

Jonathan  B.,  born  July  16,  1774;  died  in  in¬ 
fancy  October  4,  1774. 

William,  born  September  22,  1776;  died  Au¬ 
gust  11,  1855;  married  Esther  Stetson, 
and  had  thirteen  children. 

As  above  indicated,  of  these  eleven  children, 
seven  married  and  had  issue  aggregating  sixty- 
five  in  number  in  the  next  generation. 
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In  a  paper  printed  in  1906  all  the  descendants 
of  Charles  to  that  date  were  listed,  the  data  hav¬ 
ing  been  compiled  mainly  by  Mr.  John  Lincoln 
Barry,  a  son  of  Thomas  and  nephew  of  our 
Samuel  Barry.  The  descendants  in  the  fifth 
generation  as  there  listed  numbered  254,  of  whom 
the  descendants  of  Samuel  were  20  in  number. 
The  present  compilation,  while  covering  a  longer 
period,  deals  primarily  with  the  descendants  of 
Samuel,  as  it  would  now  be  a  difficult  task  to 
assemble  the  data  as  to  the  other  lines  for  the 
period  subsequent  to  1906.

THE  SECOND  GENERATION 


For  the  purpose  of  this  paper,  as  above  ex¬ 
plained,  the  record  of  this  generation  is  restricted 
to  Samuel  Barry. 

Samuel  Barry,  the  third  son  of  John  and  Mary 
(Blake)  Barry,  was  born  in  Boston,  June  25,  1761, 
and  moved  with  his  parents  to  Milton  in  1775. 
He  was  twice  married;  his  first  wife  was  Anne 
Swift,  who  died  September  23,  1800.  There  were 
no  children  of  this  marriage,  but  in  1784  on  the 
death  of  his  father  John,  Samuel  and  his  wife 
took  into  their  home  his  youngest  brother,  Wil¬ 
liam,  then  eight  years  of  age,  and  this  younger 
brother  was  cared  for  as  a  member  of  Samuel's 
family,  in  which  relationship  William  grew  to 
manhood.  Samuel  had  developed  a  successful  busi¬ 
ness  in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  “ Beaver’ ' 
hats,  with  a  factory  at  Watertown  and  a  store 
in  Boston.  As  William  grew  to  maturity  Samuel 
afforded  him  the  opportunity  of  learning  the  busi¬ 
ness  and  later  of  establishing  himself  in  a  like 
line  with  a  store  in  Boston. 
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The  younger  brother  was  a  credit  to  Samuel 
and  to  all  his  family.  He  achieved  civic  distinc¬ 
tion  in  a  number  of  activities,  among  others  as 
member  of  the  Common  Council  for  four  terms, 
and  member  of  the  Legislature  in  1825.  As  early 
as  1806  he  was  an  Ensign  of  Infantry,  and  during 
the  war  of  1812  he  held  a  commission  as  Regi¬ 
mental  Adjutant.  In  the  following  generation  two 
of  the  sons  of  William  entered  the  ministry  and 
both  were  eminently  successful;  also  both  de¬ 
veloped  historical  bent.  The  history  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  during  the  Colonial  period  by  John  Stet¬ 
son  Barry,  published  in  1856,  and  the  history  of 
Framingham  by  William  Barry,  Jr.,  as  well  as 
his  Antiquities  of  Wisconsin,  were  highly  re¬ 
garded. 

It  was  perhaps  in  recognition  of  what  he  owed 
to  his  brother  Samuel  that  in  later  years,  when 
the  oldest  brother  John  was  aging,  William  took 
him  into  his  own  home.  William  also  made  a 
home  for  his  mother ’s  sister  Elizabeth  (who  mar¬ 
ried  William  Mills),  and  for  his  father’s  sister 
Elizabeth  (who  married  Elijah  Leavitt). 
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At  the  age  of  thirty  Samuel  had  become  a 
prosperous  man,  as  evidenced  by  his  purchase  of 
1500  acres  of  land  at  Roxbury,  and  he  had  made 
his  home  there. 

Two  years  after  the  death  of  his  first  wife, 
Samuel  married,  on  November  3,  1802,  Rebecca, 
daughter  of  William  Marshall,  of  Brookline. 
There  were  six  children  of  this  marriage,  whose 
names  are  stated  below.  Samuel  still  lived  in 
Roxbury  at  the  time  of  this  marriage;  and  he 
later  lived  in  Brookline  for  some  years.  Ulti¬ 
mately  he  became  a  victim  of  one  of  the  unfor¬ 
tunate  practices  of  that  era  by  endorsing  for  a 
friend  who  failed  to  meet  the  obligation,  and  the 
sequel  was  that  Samuel  lost  most  of  his  property. 
He  then  moved  to  Watertown,  where  his  factory 
had  been  established.  The  shock  of  this  financial 
disaster  and  of  the  realization  of  misplaced  confi¬ 
dence  resulted  in  a  stroke  and  shattered  health, 
and  he  died  January  20,  1835.  His  wife  Rebecca 
died  November  9th  of  the  same  year.  Both  were 
buried  in  the  family  tomb  on  Boston  Common. 

Samuel  Barry’s  wife,  Rebecca  Marshall,  was  of 
New  England  stock,  her  great-great-grandfather, 
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Samuel  Marshall,  appearing  on  the  Boston  tax 
lists  in  1681,  and  her  father  having  served  in 
Revolutionary  forces  in  1778.  On  her  mother’s 
side  her  grandfather,  Thomas  Snow’s  forbears 
had  been  established  in  Massachusetts  for  more 
than  a  hundred  years;  and  the  wife  of  Thomas 
Snow  was  a  descendant  of  Robert  Sharpe  of 
Islington,  who  came  to  Boston  in  1635  on  the 
ship  “ Abigail”;  his  son  and  grandson  served 
and  lost  their  lives  in  Colonial  wars. 

The  six  children  of  Samuel  were: 

Samuel  Frederick,  born  May  12,  1807 ;  died 
March  31,  1868. 

John  Byles  Marshall,  born  April  2,  1809;  died 
without  issue. 

Charles  Edward,  born  January  15,  1811;  died 
at  sea,  1851. 

Mary  M.,  born  1812;  died  July  25,  1831,  un¬ 
married. 

Rebecca  A.,  born  1813;  died  July  13,  1836, 
unmarried. 

Abigail  Fox,  born  1815;  died  May  27,  1839. 

Three  of  these  children  married  and  had  issue, 
and  these-— the  children  of  Samuel — constitute  the 
third  generation  for  the  purposes  of  this  paper. 
These  are :  Samuel  Frederick  Barry,  Charles 
Edward  Barry,  and  Abigail  Fox  Barry. 
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THE  THIRD  GENERATION 


This  consisted  of  the  children  of  Samuel  Barry 
—six  in  number,  as  already  stated,  but  only  three 
of  whom  lived  to  maturity  and  left  issue.  The 
following  comments  apply  to  the  three  who  left 
descendants : 

Samuel  Frederick  Barry,  eldest  son  of  Samuel 
and  Rebecca  (Marshall)  Barry,  was  born  in 
Brookline,  May  12,  1807,  and  married  Martha 
Lewis  Peabody,  daughter  of  Samuel  Peabody  of 
Salem,  Mass.,  May  28,  1830. 

She  also  was  of  New  England  stock,  being  de¬ 
scended  on  her  father’s  side  from  Captain  John 
Peabody,  who  was  a  deputy  to  the  General  Court 
of  Massachusetts  in  1689  and  following  years; 
and  whose  father,  Lieutenant  Francis  Peabody, 
came  to  America  in  the  ship  “ Planter’ ’  in  1635. 
Her  grandmother  Hannah  Foster,  who  married 
Deacon  Moses  Peabody  in  1767,  was  a  descendant 
of  William  Foster,  who  was  born  in  England  and 
came  to  America  with  his  father  in  1638,  settled 
in  Ipswich,  and  was  a  Selectman  of  Boxford  in 
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1689.  Deacon  Moses  Peabody  served  as  a  private 
in  the  Bevolutionary  forces.  On  her  mother ’s  side 
her  forbears  included  Ezekiel  Cheever,  famed  as 
Master  of  the  Boston  Latin  School,  and  who  was 
born  in  London  in  1614  and  died  in  Boston  1708. 

Samuel  Frederick  Barry  was  engaged  in  busi¬ 
ness  in  Boston  in  1829  as  a  member  of  the  firm 
of  Warren,  Barry  &  Park  of  50  Kilby  Street, 
Boston,  with  his  residence  at  37  Beacon  Street. 
He  moved  to  New  York  City  in  1838  and  was  a 
member  of  the  firm  of  Waldo  &  Barry.  He  had 
six  children  below  named.  He  died  in  New  York 
City,  March  31,  1868.  His  widow  died  in  1896. 
Both  were  buried  in  Trinity  Cemetery,  New  York 
City.  Their  children,  further  mentioned  as  part 
of  the  Fourth  Generation,  were:  William  Fred¬ 
erick,  Mary  Emily,  Edward  Herbert,  Horace 
Mansfield,  Anna  Bebecca,  and  Bobert  Peabody. 

When  their  son  William  Frederick  Barry  and 
his  wife  died  leaving  four  minor  children,  the 
grandmother,  widow  of  Samuel  Frederick  Barry, 
took  them  under  her  care,  made  her  home  at 
21  West  16th  Street,  New  York,  their  home,  and, 
with  the  aid  of  her  unmarried  son,  Horace  Mans- 
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field  Barry,  took  up  the  function  and  responsi¬ 
bility  of  bringing  up  these  orphaned  children. 

Charles  Edward  Barry,  son  of  Samuel  Barry, 
was  born  January  15,  1811;  and  was  lost  at  sea 
January  1851.  On  June  24,  1845,  he  married 
Sarah  Cleaves  Lord,  she  was  the  daughter  of 
William  Lord,  a  prosperous  ship-build, er  and 
owner  of  Kennebunk,  Maine,  who  was  born  Au¬ 
gust  7,  1821,  and  died  May  23,  1904.  They  had 
two  children,  William  Edward  and  Charles  Dum- 
mer,  further  mentioned,  as  part  of  the  Fourth 
Generation.  Charles  Edward  had  an  engaging 
personality  and  recognized  ability,  as  attested  in 
writings  of  his  contemporaries.  The  sea  had 
such  attraction  for  him  that  he  gave  up  his  busi¬ 
ness  and  shipped  on  the  ‘ 1  James  Perkins’ ’  in 
1832,  of  which  vessel  he  rose  to  the  command 
after  four  years.  He  later  commanded  other  fine 
vessels  in  the  East  India  trade.  His  last  com¬ 
mand  was  the  “William  Lord”  owned  by  his 
father-in-law.  He  sailed  in  her,  December,  1850, 
from  Savannah  for  Liverpool,  and  on  this,  which 
was  to  have  been  his  last  voyage,  the  ship,  with 
himself  and  his  entire  crew,  was  lost. 
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Abigail  Fox  Barry,  daughter  of  Samuel  Barry, 
was  born  1815,  and  died  May  27,  1839.  She  mar¬ 
ried  Clarendon  Morse,  of  Rochester,  New  York, 
and  had  one  child,  Abigail  Rebecca,  born  in  1839. 
In  the  same  year  the  mother  died  and  was  buried 
in  the  Morse  family  plot  in  the  Rochester,  N.  Y., 
Cemetery.  The  father  later  married  again,  but 
the  little  child  was  put  in  the  care  of  persons  not 
related  to  her ;  resulting  in  Mr.  Samuel  Frederick 
Barry  and  his  wife  taking  Abbie  to  live  with 
them  and  bringing  her  up  as  one  of  the  family 
with  close  family  ties,  she  being  of  the  same  age 
as  the  youngest  son,  Robert  Peabody  Barry. 
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THE  FOURTH  GENERATION 


This  embraces  the  grandchildren  of  Samuel 
Barry,  here  classified  as  follows :  I.  Descendants 
of  Samuel  Frederick  Barry;  II.  Descendants  of 
Charles  Edward  Barry ;  and  III.  Descendants  of 
Abigail  Rebecca  Morse. 

I.  THE  DESCENDANTS  OF  SAMUEL 
FREDERICK  BARRY: 

His  children  were  six  in  number: 

William  Frederick,  born  April  2,  1831;  died 
1871  (see  infra). 

Mary  Emily,  born  1833 ;  died  in  infancy  1831. 

Edward  Herbert,  born  July  28,  1834;  died 
unmarried,  November  18,  1877. 

Horace  Mansfield,  born  April  25,  1836;  died 
unmarried,  1909. 

Anna  Rebecca,  born  June  9,  1837 ;  died  un¬ 
married,  March  27,  1851. 

Robert  Peabody,  born  March  10,  1839;  died 
October  9,  1912  (see  infra). 

Two  of  the  sons  married  and  bad  issue;  the 
other  children  died  unmarried  and  without  issue,

but  one  of  these  sons,  Horace  Mansfield  Barry, 
was  so  prominent  in  all  the  family  circles  and  for 
so  long  a  period  that  his  name  deserves  comment. 
Uncle  Horace  as  he  was  known  to  all  was  a 
handsome  man  of  distinguished  appearance  and 
socially  prominent.  He  had  a  fine  voice  and  was 
in  demand  for  concerts  in  his  earlier  years.  He 
took  great  interest  in  the  younger  generations  of 
the  family  and  one  of  them,  Horace  Mansfield 
Horner,  was  named  after  him;  after  his  father’s 
death  Uncle  Horace  made  his  home  with  his 
mother  until  her  death,  and  with  her  shared  in 
the  bringing  up  of  the  children  of  his  brother 
William  Frederick  after  the  death  of  the  latter. 
After  his  mother’s  death  in  1896  he  continued  for 
a  time  to  live  in  the  16th  Street  residence  and 
then  took  an  apartment  in  Carnegie  Hall  of  which 
he  was  then  the  successful  business  manager.  He 
was  buried  in  the  family  plot  in  Trinity  Ceme¬ 
tery,  New  York  City. 

William  Frederick  Barry,  eldest  son  of  Samuel 
Frederick  Barry  and  grandson  of  Samuel  Barry, 
was  born  April  2,  1831;  died  in  New  York  City,

1871.  Married,  November  7,  1854,  Harriet  Wild- 
man  Starr,  of  New  York,  and  had  five  children, 
whose  names  are  designated  in  the  Fifth  Genera¬ 
tion.  He  and  his  wife  were  buried  in  her  family 
plot  in  the  cemetery  at  Danbury,  Connecticut. 

Major  Robert  Peabody  Barry,  son  of  Samuel 
Frederick,  and  grandson  of  Samuel  Barry,  was 
born  in  New  York  City  March  10,  1839;  died 
October  9,  1912;  attended  Columbia  College  and 
on  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  enlisted  in  the 
Seventh  Regiment  and  took  part  in  its  defensive 
operations  at  Washington.  Later  received  com¬ 
mission  as  Captain  in  the  regular  Army  and 
served  in  the  16tli  U.  S.  Infantry  1861-5,  with 
rank  as  Brevet  Major  on  retirement.  He  married, 
on  April  19th,  1866,  Julia  Kean  Neilson,  of  New 
York  City,  great-granddaughter  of  General  John 
Neilson  and  granddaughter  of  Colonel  Nicholas 
Fish,  both  officers  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution; 
she  was  born  March  10,  1843.  Through  her  father 
she  traced  descent  from  Bleecker,  Noel,  Lispenard, 
Schuyler,  Rutgers,  and  Voorhees  ancestors;  and 
on  her  mother’s  side  her  forbears  included 
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Governor  Peter  Stuyvesant,  Robert  Livingston, 
and  among  others  members  of  the  Bayard,  Beek- 
man,  Berrian  and  Sackett  families. 

Major  Robert  Peabody  Barry  and  his  wife  had 
seven  children  who  are  designated  in  the  Fifth 
Generation.  In  1866  he  became  agent  of  the  Clyde 
Line  at  Wilmington,  N.  C.,  and  also  went  into 
the  cotton  commission  business  there,  with  his 
brother  Horace,  under  the  firm  name  Barry 
Brothers.  Later  he  moved  his  business  to  Nor¬ 
folk,  Va.,  where  he  lived  until  1880;  he  then  re¬ 
tired  from  business  and  made  his  home  on  an 
extensive  farm  near  Warrenton,  Va.  His  wife 
died  in  1910,  and  he  in  1912.  Both  were  buried 
in  his  family  plot  where  his  youngest  daughter 
had  been  buried,  in  the  cemetery  at  Warrenton; 
his  funeral  ceremonies  included  military  honors 
by  the  National  Guard  Company  of  Warrenton 
and  taps  were  sounded  by  two  buglers,  one  sent 
by  the  Secretary  of  War  from  the  Military  Post 
at  Fort  Myer,  Va. 
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II.  DESCENDANTS  OF  CHARLES  EDWARD  BARRY: 

There  were  two  sons: 

William  Edward  Barry,  and 
Charles  Duminer  Barry. 

William  Edward  Barry,  son  of  Charles  Edward, 
and  grandson  of  Samuel  Barry,  born  May  15, 
1846,  at  Kennebunk,  Maine.  Married,  October  24, 
1875,  Florence  Wallingford  Hooper,  of  Kenne¬ 
bunk,  Maine,  and  had  two  children,  designated  in 
the  Fifth  Generation,  both  of  whom  predeceased 
him  and  left  no  issue.  His  wife  died  there  De¬ 
cember  6,  1921,  and  lie  survived  her  until  June  6, 
1932,  and  was  interred  in  the  family  mausoleum 
in  Hope  Cemetery,  Kennebunk.  He  was  an  archi¬ 
tect,  and  after  studies  abroad,  became  associated 
with  a  Boston  firm  and  lived  for  a  time  in  Mel¬ 
rose.  Later,  he  returned  to  Kennebunk  and 
bought  the  residence  known  as  the  Wallingford 
Mansion,  which  had  been  his  wife’s  former  house 
and  then  became  the  family  home.  He  was  much 
interested  in  the  history  of  his  native  State,  and 
collected  data  and  wrote  and  published  for  pri- 
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vate  distribution  numerous  books  and  treatises 
on  these  subjects.  He  also  designed  and  had 
erected  numerous  monuments  to  commemorate 
events  of  local  history. 

Charles  Dummer  Barry,  son  of  Charles  Edward, 
and  grandson  of  Samuel  Barry,  born  February 
.  28,  1850,  at  Kennebunk,  Maine.  Married  Septem¬ 
ber  16,  1874,  Ida  Morton  Thompson,  of  Kenne¬ 
bunk,  Maine,  daughter  of  Captain  Nathaniel  Lord 
Thompson,  a  prominent  shipbuilder  and  owner, 
and  had  four  children,  who  are  designated  in  the 
Fifth  Generation.  He  hrst  entered  business  in 
Boston  in  1869;  in  the  following  year  was  asso¬ 
ciated  with  the  firm  of  Henry  W.  Peabody  &  Co., 
11  Liberty  Square,  Boston,  and  became  a  partner 
in  1877.  The  family  home  was  in  Boston  from 
1874  to  1887,  and  then  for  four  years  at  Newton 
Centre.  In  1892  he  took  charge  of  the  newly 
opened  office  of  his  firm  in  New  York  and  ulti¬ 
mately  became  the  senior  partner,  retiring  in 
1919.  In  1893  he  established  his  permanent  resi¬ 
dence  in  Montclair,  New  Jersey,  which  was  the 
family  home  during  his  lifetime  and  of  his  widow 
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until  her  own  death  in  1935  at  the  age  of  79. 
He  travelled  extensively  in  Europe  and  the  Orient 
and  took  an  active  interest  in  civic  affairs,  with 
membership  in  many  clubs  and  societies.  He  died 
suddenly  of  heart  disease  in  1919  and  was  interred 
in  the  family  mausoleum  in  Hope  Cemetery, 
Kennebunk.

Abigail  Rebecca  Morse,  a  granddaughter  of 
Samuel  Barry,  was  the  daughter  and  only  child 
of  Abigail  Fox  Barry;  and  was  born  in  1839. 
Her  mother  died  in  the  same  year ;  she  was 
brought  up  in  the  family  of  her  uncle  Samuel 
Frederick  Barry  at  21  West  16th  Street,  New 
York  City,  as  above  recited.  She  married  Charles 
James  Spence,  of  England,  and  died  May  8,  1882; 
both  she  and  her  husband  were  buried  in  the 
Morse  family  plot  in  Rochester,  New  York,  where 
her  son  was  later  interred  in  1940.  She  had  two 
children,  Charles  Robert  and  Florence  Hunter, 
who  are  further  mentioned  in  the  Fifth  Genera¬ 
tion.

Herbert  Barry,  bora  in  Wilmington,  N.C.,  Feb¬ 
ruary  25,  1867 ;  married,  1898,  Ethel  M.  Dawson, 
of  Charleston,  S.  C.,  daughter  of  Captain  Francis 
Warrington  Dawson,  editor  of  the  Charleston 
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News  &  Courier,  and  an  outstanding  personality 
in  public  affairs. 

Captain  Dawson  was  born  in  England  in  1840; 
he  enlisted  in  the  Confederate  Navy,  receiving  a 
commission  which  he  later  resigned ;  was  commis¬ 
sioned  Lieutenant  and  later  Captain  of  Artillery 
C.  S.  A. ;  served  on  the  staff  of  General  Long- 
street  and  later  on  that  of  Gen.  Fitzhugh  Lee; 
in  1883  received  title  of  knighthood  from  the 
Pope  for  services  in  suppression  of  duelling  in 
South  Carolina.  His  wife  was  Sarah  Fowler 
Morgan,  daughter  of  Judge  Thomas  Gibbes  Mor¬ 
gan  of  Baton  Rouge,  whose  grandfather  Colonel 
George  Morgan  of  Philadelphia,  served  under 
Washington  in  the  Continental  Army,  including 
the  period  at  Valley  Forge.

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THE  BARRY  TOMB 
on  Boston  Common 


The  tomb  is  in  the  ‘‘burying  ground’ ’  estab¬ 
lished  by  the  City  of  Boston  in  1756  and  lying  on 
the  westerly  side  of  Boylston  Street  Mall  and 
north  of  its  intersection  with  the  walk  that  crosses 
from  Park  Square  to  Winter  Street.  The  bury¬ 
ing  ground  is  now  enclosed  by  a  high  iron  picket 
fence.  On  the  southerly  corner  of  this  fence  there 
is  a  commemorative  tablet  stating  that  the  bury¬ 
ing  ground  was  “known  first  as  the  Common, 
then  as  the  South,  and  finally  as  the  Central 
Burying  Ground.” 

The  records  of  the  Cemetery  Department  of 
the  city  are  stated  to  show  the  purchase  of  the 
site  and  the  construction  of  this  tomb  or  mauso¬ 
leum  as  the  joint  enterprise  of  William  Mills  and 
four  of  the  sons  of  the  original  John  Barry,  and 
that  the  tomb  bears  the  serial  number  42.  This 
William  Mills  had  married  Elizabeth  Blake,  a 
sister  of  John  Barry’s  wife;  and  both  Mills  and 
his  wife  were  regarded  as  members  of  the  family 
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and  were  both  interred  in  this  tomb.  Joints  wife 
Mary,  the  sister-in-law  of  William  Mills,  died  in 
1801,  the  year  in  which  the  tomb  was  constructed, 
and  was  interred  there,  also  the  remains  of  her 
husband,  John,  were  transferred  there. 

The  four  sons  of  John  Barry  who  shared  the 
ownership  were  Samuel,  James,  Thomas  and 
William;  and  the  three  first  named  were  interred 
there.  The  interest  of  Mills,  possibly  after  his 
death,  was  purchased  by  James  Barry,  and  the 
tomb  has  since  been  known  as  the  Barry  tomb. 

There  is  no  tablet  designating  this  tomb  to  be 
seen  from  the  outside  of  the  fence,  but  on  the  in¬ 
side  of  the  fence  curb  the  name  appears- — Barry, 
No.  42.  The  tomb  is  entirely  sodded  over,  and 
access  to  it  is  had  first  through  the  gate  in  the 
iron  fence  habitually  kept  locked,  and  then  by 
removing  sod  and  stone  slabs  covering  the  en¬ 
trance.  There  is  a  stone  tablet  marking  the 
location  where  entrance  to  the  tomb  is  effected. 
This  tablet  has  become  somewhat  defaced  and 
broken,  but  the  greater  part  of  the  inscription  is 
still  quite  clear. 
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For  several  generations  the  descendants  of 
Thomas  Barry,  one  of  the  original  proprietors, 
have  assumed  responsibility  as  to  the  tomb,  and 
as  late  as  March  20,  1924,  the  tomb  was  opened 
for  the  interment  of  Miss  Fannie  B.  Parker  of 
Newton  Centre,  a  granddaughter  of  that  Thomas 
Barry.  This  was  featured  in  the  press  the  next 
day. 
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
